WDET *101.9 Detroit and WABX 99.5 also Detroit 
said to be negotiating a frequency swap, whereby WABX 
would acquire WDET's superior facilities, and WDET 
would get WABX's lower-powered 99.5, along with an 
undisclosed sum of money. WDET said to need the 
bucks and WABX could use the higher power, as its 
99.5 signal breaks up in downtown Detroit on car radios. 
Compare the coverages in your FM Atlas! WUOM “91.7 
and WVGR *104.1 Ann Arbor and Grand Rapids cut 
operating hours from 0530-0130 back to 0530-2330 due 
to Ml's financial problems. A new locally-programmed 
public FM station has been applied for in western lower 
MI, *90.3 Twin Lakes, transmitter in Hesperia MI. 

Atlanta's Nick Lombardi muses on the subject of 
FM translators: "'| am opposed to the whole concept of 
translators and 10-watt stations. What good is a weak, 
ultra-low powered transmitter that serves only a small 
and insignificant geographical area? | think translators 
should be allowed only as on-channel boosters, and then 


will be opened in Alaska, making way for more radio 
stations in that other former territory. 

Muzak is said to be available, effective Jan. 1, 1981, 
as both an easy-iistening and a more raucous "tones" 
format, but | have yet to hear any SCA stations with 
the new music. Perhaps, if this catches on, more FM 
stations will opt for music when they add an SCA, 
reversing a trend.

1 just received an “FM Translator Facts’’ booklet from the 
Tepco Corp., Rapid City SD, which markets the Robert A. Jones 
translator. This book points out that three years ago there were 
87 FM translators on the air; now there are 205, or one for every 
19 stations. “If this ratio keeps its trend, we'll have more trans- 
lators than FM stations.’ You can buy a 1-w att translator for 
$2,035, or a 10-watter for $2,745, or a 10-watt translator with 
local modulation module so you can play your own commercials 
for $2,585. A common DX-type yagi or FM turnstile will 
suffice for an antenna, | see the trend toward translators being 
inexorable, with 10,000 or so in the next fewyears. | think itis 
an area in which DXers could get involved, setting up low-power 
devices to satisfy needs unmet by other area stations and using 
these as targets for themselves and their friends to aim for in 
their own DXing. 1 expect further, that the FM translator rules 
will be liberalised to allow local programming (besides 30’ of 
commercials per hour}, just as the TV translator rules have 
become less stringent; and there are already more TV translators 
than TV stations, so why not in FM? AM radio is obsolete now, 
and will be extinct by the year 2000, so broadcasters better do 
what they can now to maximize FM station coverage. 

Maryland's Nick Lemonakis has a Panasonic RF-549, 
modified with SCA, and finds the SCA interesting. That 
radio is no longer being made, but | have one of the 
successor model RF-560 with SCA for $38 plus $2 
shipping, and a free SCA catalog. 

The FCC decided not to do anything with a propsed 
tulemaking to allow transmission of inaudible identifica- 
tion information in FM and TV signals. WMIL 106.1 
Waukesha Wi, still off the air, applied to move its tower 
closer to Milwaukee, but WXFM 105.9 Elmwood Park 
IL protested. The FCC has told WMIL to try to avoid a 
hearing by finding a site away from Milwaukee. In other 
FCC news, TV channels 5 and 6 and FM frequencies 
from 98 to 108 MHz may be reallocated to broadcast 
use in Hawaii. The Hawaiian Telephone Company had 
those bands for inter-island communications, but has 
shut down those transmitters. Perhaps in time 88-98 


From Texas, Charles Gegrge reports that his FM 
SuperSnooper, when used "with my TV unscrambles 
the audio and sometimes the video of KUBN-TV, 


channel 33." This is a use not expected of the FM 
S-S, designed for decoding FM-SCA only. Only six 
FM S-S's are available before production ceases on this 
item permanently. 

The CRTC writes me saying they will bring to the 
Commission's attention my comments regarding the 
need for all Canada FM stations and repeaters to 
individually identify.

WZWZ Kokomo on with new antenna, but still on 93.5, 
not on 92.7, to which they are moving. 

WMOT 107.1 Ishpeming M! now afternoons hard 
rock, experimentally,with "Marques Marquette Super 
Jock," but apparently easy-listening at all other times. 
WUUN there counters with an ad, "better sound, all 
new facilities," etc. [100.1] , whatever that means. 

Richard Wood mentions that a man gave him an 80', 
heavy-duty Rohn tower worth $1000--what luck! 

The BBC [England] is experimenting with 57 khz {not 
67 khz) for program identification--an idea the Fcc : 
just discarded. The Jan.-Feb. issues of Radio-Electronics 
included how-to articles on building STV decoders. 

KUSD-FM *89.7 Vermillion SD heard signing off 
with its daytime AMer. They wrote back saying this 
does not violate their CPB grant, as it is only the AM 
that is qualified, and they went off early a few times 
in December because of staff personnel shortages.

On Jan, 23, 1981 on or about the hour of 7 pm(or earlier)and up until about 9:30 pm, 
our local university station, WUSF of Tampa, FL, was broadcasting on parasitic frequencies 
to their normal carrier of 89.7 mHz. This was apparently the result of mistuning of their 
transmitter. During the cited times a whole array of spurious frequencies were broadcast. 
Signals were logged on a Revox B760 digital tuner capable of 25 kHz resolution. These 
frequencies were: 


87.100 88.000(strong) 89.700(WUSF) 90.950 91.850 
87.125 88.025 90.125 91.000 
87.225 88.850 90.350 91.500 
87.525 88.875 90,550(strong) 91.625 
87.855 89.275(strong) 90.625(strong) 91.800 


At approximately 9:30 pm, the station issued its regular ID, Then with no notice the 
station left the air. At 9:33 pm it returned to the air later more properly tuned. After 
thattime only the regular signal was receivable. The station was playing symphonic music 
prior to the station ID. Any listener who heard strange signals at the low end of the band 
that evening may have received a WUSF parasitic frequency. I hope someone benefits from 
this. As you may guess, I have now logged several new receptions owing the misengineering 
at WUSF which is frequent! 


By the way, I found out why my DX is so bad. Some roofers apparently cut our coax 
feed line last summer. It has been deteriorating since then. I just got the system working 
again and hope to get some decent tropo and Es this summer. Due to business/work schedule, 
I haven't had too much time for FM activities. Hope to have some time in ‘81, Still 
haven't had luck with my "Greek" station. Best regards.

Tulsa's KGCT-41 will be unconventional, claiming to be the nation's only storefront TV 
station. This idea is to enable studio operations to be visible from the street and 
encourage citizen participation. The most innovative portion of KGCT's format will involve 
7 straight hrs.(noon to 7 pm)of locally produced 30 min. segments ranging from live enter- 
tainment and talk to news and various informative features. At 7 pm scrambled TV starts. 
This part of KGCT has applied for 8 translators to be widely scattered in the state. More 
STV is about the last thing desired here as expensive as it is compared to CATV. But I 
read STV is not intended to compete with CATV, but hopes to be profitable in rural areas 
where CATV can't reach. 73

Andy Bolin has built me a small control box for my Heathkit AJ-1510. This small box, 6 
inches wide, 3 inches high, and 3 inches deep, plugs into the back of the tuner with a 
phono type jack. There are two small controls on the front of the unit. One is the coarse 
control and will effect 34+MHz. The other is the fine tuning control which effects one to 
three channels. If I want to hear 102.7 in Terre Haute or Cincinnati, next to 102.5 in 
New Castle-Muncie, the tuner is set one frequency higher to 102.9. The coarse control is 
turned to the right just enough to unlock the phase locked loop. The unlocked light will 
appear on the front panel of the tuner. With the fine control knob turned to the right 
in the proper position, I can now tune down to 102.7, or probably about 102.75. 1 can 
even tune down to 87.75 to hear Channel 6 Indianapolis, which was never before possible. 
This is really a handy device. The tuner was in need of re-alignment, especially in the 
Ed. band, which has helped greatly. Filteracould not be installed for modification, al- 
though it was tried. I would recommend anyone needing tuner repair to contact abe | ly

Q: "Why do antenna preamps work best only if they are mounted right on the 
antenna itself? Since it's supposed to be their noise figure that's most 
important, won't they improve signals even if mounted right in back of the 
receiver?" 


A: Preamps should be mounted as close as possible to the antenna terminals 
in order to do the most good. This is especially true in a DX system. The 
basic reason for this is simple: signal-to-noise ratio is at its highest at 
the antenna terminals. Thus, a parabolic UHF dish antenna with 22 db gain 
would have all of its gain, plus a zero 4B noise figure, available right at 
the antenna terminals. Using even the lowest-loss lead in, the signal level 
at the antenna terminals starts to diminish with increasing line length. 

A good low-noise preamp may improve DX results even if mounted right in back 
of the receiver, but the biggest improvement will come only if the preamp is 
as close to the antenna as possible. The effect of a mast-mounted preamp is 
most noticeable (and very dramatic) at UHF chamels, due to the poor noise 
figures of even the best UHF TV tuners. Often, this noise figure exceeds 

12 db, so for good UHF DX system performance, you need a moderate-to-high 
gain preamp with a very low noise figure. 


Q: “what are the main disadvantages of using preamps?" 


A: Since all preamps are active devices, thoy do use additional electrical 
current, and while it's not much, it's something to consider. A typical 
power supply for a mast mounted transistor preamp will use around 5 watts 

or so. Secondly, the gain obtained from a preamp is not as effective as 

the same level of gain produced another way, such as by stacking or raising 
antennas. This is due to the fact that all preamps add some noise to the 
signal. Finally, strong local signals can cause cross-modulation in even 
the best of preamps. If you're trying to DX in an area close to strong 
local TV and Fil transmitters, the use of a preamp may make DXing difficult 
to impossible. Fortunately, you can use traps to reduce local signal levels 
ahead of a preamp, or perhaps bypass the preamp with a relay system. Be sure 
to carefully check the specs before buying a preamp for DXing. Some models 
will overload and suffer from cross-modulation very easily, while others 
tend to be relatively immune from such problems. 


gq: "If I use a trap to keep my UHF preamp from overloading, how much effect 
will it have on the other UHP channels, other than the one I'm trapping out 
of the system?" 


A: Assuming you use a good quality trap, such as Blonder-Tongue's FR-UHF, 
insertion loss can be as low as 1 43 or less at ch 83. Thatts low enough 

so that your DX results on all other UlIF channels will be practically un- 
affected by the addition of the trap to the system. Such a trap can be 
tuned for as much as 20 dB of attenuation on the unwanted local channel-- 
thatts equivalent to reducing the local signel to a tenth of its strength 
at your antenna terminals. That's more than enough, in most situations, to 
prevent your preamp from the effects of preamp overload--thus leaving you 
with a "clean" UHP band for DXing. Keep in mind that such traps will make 
the channel your local is on useless for DXing when your local is off the 
air, and will have an effect on the channel above and channel below as well. 
Mount the trap at the UHF antenna terminals, and run the output of the trap 
directly into your preamp, and keep any 300-ohm leads as short as possible, 
to prevent any additional local signal pickup. In cases where more than one 
UHF local causes preamp overload, the Blonder-Tongue unit mentioned above 
can be used to trap a second signal, as it features two indepent traps. This 
unit, as well as models such as Winegard's UT-23, can be tuned te reduce two 
local signals by around 10 to 12 dB each. If you live in a local area with 
several strong UT signals on TV, you may still be able to use a preamp--but 
TE may take a bit of careful experimentation with two or more such traps. 
The insertion loss will increase with each additional trap that you add, but 
with a good preamp and parabolic dish, the overload reduction will make it 
completely worthwhile--and you'll have the satisfaction of being able to Dx 
even while those bothersome high-power locals are on the air.

Q@: "I'm using about 100 feet of RG-59/U coax cable in my FM DK set-up. I 
figure I have about 3 dB of line loss maximum at 108 MHz. How much addit~ 
ional loss is caused by the matching transformers (baluns) on the antenna 
and at the receiver terminals?" 


TECHNICAL TOPICS 


A: The baluns in your DX system will cause about 1 dB total insertion loss-- 
roughly $ dB per unit. This is rather low when compared to the kinds of 
losses these matching devices can cause up on the UHF TV channels, so the 
balun Losses in an FM DX system shouldn't be of major concern to the DxXer. 
However, this doesn't mean that you should use cheap baluns. It's point- 
less to spend a lot of money on a good FM DX antenna and then use a low-cost 
balun. Look for one of the better outdoor models for your FM antenna--one 
that won't be subject to quick degradation by weather-induced moisture. 

You may have to spend as much as $10 for one of the better=type outdoor 
baluns, but it will be worth it in the long run. If your FM receiver has a 
75-ohm input, you won't need another balun at the receiver antenna terminals 
anyway « 


Q@: "Would replacing my RG-59/U with RG-11/U coax cable make a difference in 
my DX results in my FM system?" 


A: From a DXerts standpoint, it would make for quite an improvement. In 
terms of dB of line loss, a good equivalent run of RG-11/U would cut the 
figures in half. Thus, youtd only have about 13 dB of line loss at 108 MHz 
and that's enough to make an improvement in weak signal DX, such as tropo~ 
scatter or meteor scatter reception modes. The improvement that RG-1l1l gives 
you over RG-59 becomes quite dramatic at the UHF frequencies. Short (50 ft. 
or so) runs of RG-59 really aren't worth replacing with RG-11 in the average 
DX system, but in a 100 ft. run, you'll be better off with RG-1l. The big 
drawbacks are the higher price and low availability of this coax in many 
areas, together with the harder-to-find connectors (F-11) that you'll need. 


Q: "It seems like all the 300-ohm splitter/combiners I have tried have high 
Tosses. Are the losses lower in 75-ohm units?" 


A: Yes, and usually much lower. 300-ohm twinlead is very touchy when it 
comes to splitting and combining applications. It's very easy for them to 
develop high standing wave ratio (SYR) problems. For maximum convienience 
and efficiency, you're better off using 75-ohm coax and combiners. Some 
DXers are still reluctant to use coax, but when stacking and phasing antennas 
these days, it's practically a necessity. 


Q: "Most of my TV and Fi locals have their transmitters at the same site. 
Why is it that the antenna nulls do not occur in the same directions. My FM 
and UHF TV antennas are on one mast, and my VHF TV antenna is on another one 
about 25 feet away. Are the antennas interacting, and is that messing up 
the nulis?" 


A: While there may be a small amount of antenna interaction (probably the 
greatest on the mast with the UHP and FM antennas), it's probably not the 
main reason that the nulls seem to be deepest in different directions on 
different TV and FM channels. Antenna response, and thus the depth of the 
nulls, varies widely with frequency. What you probably think of as "differ- 
ent” nulls are probably just the variations in antenna pattern beamwidth. 
In an all-channel VHF TV antenna, beamwidth tends to get narrower with in= 
creasing frequency; so the null on a local channel 2 would "look" very much 
unlike the null on a local channel 6 coming from the same tower. Local re- 
flections can enter into this in a big way, too--especially if your DX ant- 
enna is mounted low, and in an area with lots of buildings, bridges, or 
power lines. This makes for unpredictable antenna patterns, to be sure, 
but can even occasionally be of assistance to the DXer. We know of more 
than one case where a Similar combination of factors allows the antenna to 
have much better nulls than anticipated on local signals.
